Columbus, O., January 5.—(Special.)—The 
Evening Press, in a special edition issued 
e° 6 this evening, states tnat Charles 
W. Voorhees, state’s attorney for this 
county, has referred to the grand jury 
which has just opened a regular session, 
certain statements that have come to him 
tending to show that Senator Marcus A. 
Hanna, now in this city managing his fight 
for election to the senate, has attempted to 
improperly influence a number of members 
of the legislature. 

The principal ground for the action of the 
state’s attorney is said to be the published 
statements of Mrs. Griffith, wife of Repre- 
sentative J. E. Griffith, of Union county, in 
regard to the kidnaping of her husband 
and herself from the Southern hotel by 
agents of Senator Hanna last Sunday 
night. The substance of her statement is 
that Senator Hanna, after asking her fo 
use her influence with her husband to in- 
duce him to vote for Mr. Hanna for United 
States senator, told her that it would be 
worth as much to her husband to do this 
as he would make in ten years. 

Mrs, Griffith said this evening that as her 
husband made about $2,000 per annum, she 


understood that he would get about $20,000

AS VIEWED FROM WASHINGTON. 


ne Republicans at the Capital Think 
Henna Will Give Way to Shérman. 
Washington, January 5.—(Special.)—Han- 
na sees that he is beaten. There is every 
evidence tonight that he realizes he can- 
not make the election and that he is now 
scheming to throw the plum to somebody 
acceptable to the administration and who 
can, with his help, get it. 

To determine upon the man was the pur- 
pose of the Grosvenor conference with the 
president this evening. Grosvenor denies 
that Hanna has any idea of letting go, 
but advices from republican sources at 
Columbus indicate the contrary, and ad- 
ministration republicans here concede the 
truth of this reason for Grosvenor leaving 
the scene of conflict and coming on here to 
see the pres:dent. : 

The talk tonight is that the only man 
whom they can hope to land is Sherman, 
and they are afraid he would have the bad 
taste to die while Bushnell is stilt tn office.

Indeed, he is not known 
at all to the republicans, of the state and 
they fear that the effort to transfer the 
caucus indorsement of Hanna to him or to 
anybody else might prove a failure. 

The only chance seems to be Sherman, 
and the old man is to be used to help 
Hanna let go just as he was to get Hanna 
into the senate.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE MEETS. 


Gcvernor Black Makes Important Sug- 
gestions in His Message. 

Albany, N, Y., January 5.—The legislature 
of the state of New York met and organiz- 
ed today. The senate, with a membership 
of fifty, had a republican majority of twen- 
ty; the assembly, with 150 names on the 
roll, is republican by eight. In both houses 
the republican caucus nominees were elect- 
ed without any unusual incident. The 
speaker of the assembly is J. M. E. O’Gra- 
dy, who presided during the session of 
1897. 

In his message to the legislature, Gov- 
ernor Black said that the state tax for 
the present year is $2.67 cents on a thous- 
and dollars. This rate produces the sum of 
$12,033,681.80. Of this amount, more than 
$9,000,000 are paid to run the public schools 
etd for the care of the insane. There- 
ceipts from licenses to sell liquor, tax on 
inheritanee, ete., were $8,245,172.87, an ex- 
cess over last year of $314,944.21. The ex- 
penditures for asylums, hospitals, reforma- 
tories, etc., were $7,362,590.85. The total 
funded debt of the state on, September 30th 
was $5,765,600. During the year just passed 
the revenue from the liquor tax law has 
increased more than $438,000. 

The governor recommends that a com- 
mission be created to examine into the 
commerce of New York, the cause of its 
decline, the means of its revival and to re- 
port conclusions. 

Governor Black promises to recommend 
such practical plan as met the approval of 
military men whereby the national guard 
might be further removed from political 
control. 

In connection with the labor problem the 
governor made three suggestions: First, 
that immigration be checked: second, that 
a fair rate of wages be paid laborers; third, 
that in opposing strikes by armed men 
some method should be adopted which 
‘would not at the first discharge of fire- 
arms produce those fatal, tragic results 
which have caused a recent event to be uni- 
versally deplored.

VOTED TO RESIST 
~ THE REDUCTION 


Spinners of New Bedford Mills Unanimous 
on This Course. 


WEAVERS WILL ALSO STRIKE 


Nectices of Lower Wages Being Posted 
in All Mills. 


VARYING FROM TEN TO TWENTY PER CENT 


Lower Price of Cotton Goods Offset 
Gains Manufacturers Make by the 
Cutting Down of Pay. 


New Bedford, Mass., January 5.—The 
spinners’ union tonight unanimously voted 
to resist by a strike the proposed reduc- 
tion of wages. The union members of this 
city nuniber 450 steady spinners, 1,000 
spare spinners and 150 doffers. The meet- 
ing tonight was attended by both spinners 
and doffers. At the outset Secretary Ross 
offered a suggestion to the meeting as to 
the advisability of postponing action in 
the matter of reduction until the feeling 
of other unions could be learned, but the 
meeting would not hear of postponement. 

The general sentiment was expressed 
that the weavers and card and picker 
room associations would strike, anyway. 
and it wag not necessary to wait to find 
out what action the other wnions wceculd 
take. 

The informal ballot favoring a strike was 
not made formal, as it was decided to 
wait°a few days to see if a way of effect- 
ing a settlement was possible. Committees 
on conference with the managers and 
with committees from the other 
unions in the city in case of a_ strike to 
arrange for the management were ap- 
pointed. Secretary Ross, of the local gpin- 
ners’ union, who is also secretary of the 
National Mule Spinners’ Union, will call a 
meeting of the executive council of the 
national union to be held ih Boston next 
Sunday, when the question of sanctioning 
a strike by the spinners in this city will 
be settled.

New French Ambassador Sailed from 
Havre Last Saturday. 


Washington, January 6.—The French em- 
bassy has been notified by cable that the 
new French ambassador, M. Cambon, sail- 
ed on the Gascogne from Havre last Satur- 
day and will arrive in New York the latter 
part of this week. He will remain in New 
York a few days and will come to Washing- 
ton the middle of next week. The presen- 
tation of his credentials to the president 
will be made the following week. The 
French consul general, Mr. Braewaert, has 
been here for several days in conference 
with Reciprocity - Commissioner Kasson 
furthering details of the reciprocity ar- 
rangement between France.

SRGURA REFUSES 
TO STAY IN CUBA 


Says He Is Disgusted with the Way the 
Spaniards Manage. 


PANDO’S METHODS ARE WRONG 


Canalejas, Editor of Madrid Herald, 
Says Cuba Is Lost to Spain. 


HE WAS HISSED ON THESTREETS OF HAVANA 


Blanco Urges Segura To Remain in 
Cuba, but the General Refuses 
To Comply. 


Havana, via Key West, January 5.—Se- 
nor Canalejas was coldly received at 
Santiago de Cuba. The Spanish Casino re- 
fused to tender him a banquet and he was 
hissed on the streets. It is understood the 
opposition to him is due to the fact that 
he is the editor of El Heraldo de Madrid, 
which has violently attacked General Wey- 
ler. It is reported his impressions regarding 
Cuba are pessimistic and that he will ad- 
Vise the Spanish government to abandon 
the island. 

Today General Blanco, General Parrado 
and General Pando called upon General 
Segura at the Hotel Florida to try to in- 
duce him to remain in the island. He re- 
fused. He does not wish to be responsible, 
he declares, for the future development 
of the “disgraceful Spanish rule in Cuba.” 

General Segura is an intelligent and 
honest fighter. and is wholly disgusted 
with General Pando’s method of campaign- 
ing. He says Pando spends more gunpow- 
der in greeting autonomy than in fighting 
insurgents, and adds that in his opinion 
Cuba is lost to Spain unless the govern- 
ment sends General Polavieja or returns 
General Weyler. Tha latter he considers 
out of the question ‘ause General Wey- 
ler was relieved of his command at the 
request of Washington, General Polavieja 
he holds in high esteem, believing this offi- 
cer could end the war if an extermination 
policy were adopted. General Segura also 
believes war inevitable between Spain and 
the United States and that the pretext for 
it will be the filibustering expeditions. 

The insurgents are carrying out the or- 
ders of General Maximo Gomez not to 
allow grinding and they set fire to the 
canefields wherever possible, from one end 
of the island to the other. 

General Pando will sail tomorrow morn- 
ing by the steamer Panama, going east- 
ward. He will probably go first to Nuevi- 
tas, province of Puerto Principe, and from 
there by steamer to Gibara, thence pro- 
ceeding to Santiago de Cuba. The insur- 
Bents recently made a strong attack upon 
Nuevitas in considerable force, with loss 
on both sides. It is believed this is the rea- 
son why General Pando is going there. 

Will Not Prosecute Weyler. 

Madrid, January 5.—The question of call- 
ing General Weyler to account for protest- 
ing to the queen regent against the word- 
ing of President McKinley’s message, is 
closed, the public prosecutor having in- 


formed the supreme war council that there 
is no ground for proscution. 


KIAO-CHOU BAY FOR GERMANS. 


Understanding Reached Between Ger- 
many and China. 

Berlin, January 5.—The Reichsanzeigar 
this evening announces that, according to 
a telegram from Peking, an understanding 
has been reached between Germany and 
China regarding the cession of Kiao-Chou 
bay to the former. The arrangement, it 
is added, is substantially as follows: 

It is intended by the cession to render 
possible for Germany the fuifillment of her 
just wish for the possession, in the same 
Way as other powers, of a base for trade 
and navigation in Chinese waters. 

The cession of Kiao-Chou bay to Ger- 
many takes the form of a lease for an in- 
definite time. Germany is at liberty to 
erect on the ceded territory all the neces- 
sary buildings and establishments and to 
recat eg measures required for their pro- 
ection, 


LONDON’S FAREWELL TO BOOTH. 


Impressive Exercises at Albert Hall. 
General Booth’s Speech. 
London, January 5.—Six thousand persons, 
most of them members of th Salvation 
Army, tcok part at Albert hall tonight in 
a demonstiation of farewell to Genera! Wil!- 
liam Booth, who is about to sail for the 
United States, “to aseist in organizing a 
great additirns to the army.’ Three brasz 
bends led the music end in the body of the 
hall were a thousand Salvation soldiers. 
who performed theatrical movements with

General Booth, on entering the hall. re- 
ceived a tremendous ovation, the masses 
forming themselves into imitations of the 
American ard British flags.

Would Do No Harm To Grant the 


Frenchman a Rehearing. 

Los Angeles, Cal., January 5.—General 
Rosecrans in response to a request for his 
opinion on the Dreyfus case has given out 
the following: 

“The case of Captain Dreyfus is one that 
appeals to the sympathy of every true 
American. A rehearing of the case under 
impartial influences would certainly do no 
harm, were he guilty or innocent. If guilty 
a conviction would accentuate the majesty 
of the law more forcibly. His gallant snd 
patriotic conduct when his sword and in- 
signia of rank were torn from him when 
his sentence of dismissal from the army 
was being carried out; his devotion for 
his country, manifested by his cheers and 
the cry of ‘Vive La France!’ in the midst of 
his scene of obliquy fe degradation. ap-

Has No Connection. 

Berlin, January 5.—The Cologne Gazette 
reiterates most categorically that the Drey- 
fus affair has “absolutely no connection 
with Germany or the Germans in any way 
whatever.” 

This statement gives great satisfaction 
here. It is supposed to be a final challenge 
to the French government to repudiate the 
insinuation against Germany. 

The Vossische Zeitung says Count Von 
Munster, German ambassador to France, 
volunteered to make a similar statement 
at the trial of Dreyfus; but the French au- 
thorities declined his offer, fearing press 
attacks upon the ambassador. 


SHOULD OPPOSE DISMEMBERING. 


Senator Frye Discusses the China Par- 
tition Question. 


New York, January 5.—Senator Frye, of 
Maine, discussing the oriental question 
said: 

“This country is vitally interested in the 
situation in China. We have very great 
interests there now and will have much 
greater in the future, which would be de- 
stroyed by the partition of the empire. I 
fancy, however, that thé dismemberment 
will not occur. It will not unless all the 
powers, excluding the United States, reach 
an agreement to share the territory. While 
Eng-and and Japan resist, I think there 
can be no partition of China.”’ 

“Would we suffer less from a partition 
agreed upon thus than we would from one 
in. which England and Japan did not par- 
ticipate?’’ was asked. 

“We would suffer more, because that 
would mean an agreement of policy be- 
tween the foreign powers and that policy 
would be antagonistic to this country. Our 
moral influence should be used to prevent 
the consummation of the design. If Japan 
and Engiand continue tooppose the dis- 
memberment of China our moral support 
must naturally be with them.”

HUSBANDS OORPSE HANGING. 


Kentucky Woman Wakes and Sees the 
Body Dangling Over Her Bed.

Debate Was Very Warm in the House, 
Members of Which Are Divided 
Into Three Camps—Various 
Opinions on Changes of 
Civil Service. 


Washington, January 5 —(pecial.)—Com 
egress was tame enough in its opening.

92 given an opportunity of showing where 
they do stand. 

It looked for a time as if we were to 
hear from one of these today. Senator 
Wolcott, who has promised to tell at an 
eavly date all about that trip which he and 
Messrs. Paine and Stevenson took in their 
chase for international moonshine, came 
into the senate chamber with a bundle of 
papers and an air indicative of anxiety 
to figure in the day’s proceedings. Every-

FOR AND AGAINST THE LAW. 


Lively Debate in the House on the 
Civil Service Law. 

Washington, January 5.—The civil service 
debate began in the house today, based on 
the item im the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill for the mainten- 
ance of the commission. It promises to 
continue at least until the end of: this 
week, with a possibility that it may run 
longer. But it is generally admitted on 
both sides that the appropriation in the 
bill will stand, as the anti-civil service re- 
formers do not seriously contemplate an 
attempt to strike it out. The debate there- 
fore is only preliminary to any programme 
which the enemies of the law may agree 
upoa. The members of the house are di- 
vided into three camps on this question— 
those who stand by the law, those who ad- 
vocato its entire repeal and those who 
desire its modification. These divisions 
were apparermt im the debate today, the 
nature of which Was not as Stirring as 
had been anticipated. 

Messrs. Moody, republican. of Massachu- ; 
setts; Grow, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
and Green, populist, of Nebraska, defenjed “ 
the law; Messrs. Dockery, democrat, of 
Missouri; Robb, democrat, of Missouri, and 
Pearson, republican, of North Carolina, 
opposed it outright, while Mr. Landis, re 
publican, of Indiana, favored modification 
of the law.

The man subsequently got the appointment, 
but was made to feel that Reed had been 
in no sense instrumental.in getting it for 
him. Reed has that letter now. He re- 
gards it as a gratuitous insult to himself 
and said so the other day to two sena- 
tors to whom he showed it. 

A Georgian who had a pull on Senator 
Platt went to him to request some” as- 
sistance. The New Yorker professed thc 
greatest willingness, but declared pointedly 
that he felt his recommendation would be 
injury rather than a help, and said 
he had received from the administra- 
absolutely no consideration beyond 
that which ghe president was compelled to 
give him as a senator. 

Quay gets just that much and no more. 
These men are not disappointed, for they 
expected nothing more; but the fact that 
they are not asked into consult&ation, that 
they are on no sense regarded*a part and 
pareel of the republican administration 
family, does not make them any the less 
inclined to fight McKinley than they were 
out at St. Louis, where they charged that 
bure-faced robbery and corruption had 
secured the nomination for the man from 
Ohio. 

The Masses Are Disgruntled. 

This cnti-McKinley feeling has existcd 
from the first. It has been increased in 
its bitterness by the Hanna tendency to dic- 
tate which has manifested liself in many 
ways, ard it has received many accessions 
thrcevgh the dis2ppointments that have 
come as the resvlt of the manipulation of 
the patronage. 

Mutterings of discontent are heard every 
day here. McKinley is going to try to off- 
set some of-it by opening up some more 
offices which are new covered hy the civil 
service law, but that will not be a drop in 
the bucket. The repeal of the law might 
stop some of this cry for office, but the 
republicans dare not attempt its repeal. 

With Hanna here in his dual capacity of 
senator from Ohio and national committee- 
man, the men who want to fight him have 
felt that with everything so. firmly in his 
grasp a fight was practically useless. But 
if he is thrown from the senate—with the 
prestige of defeat at the hands of the peo- 
ple who know him best, with no standing 
officially here in Washington—the fight 
would begin in earnest. And a great mary 
people here believe it would be a winning 
fight. 

lt is this possibility which lends special 
interest to the Ohio contest here. The be- 
lief among astute politicians is that if 
Hanna is beaten the republican party in 
Ohio will be so badly split up that Foraker 
and not Mckinley will get QOhio’s vete in 
the next republican national convenzion. 
The uiter failure of the administration to 
give. the long promised prosperity has 
caused great dissatisfaction in Ohio as well 
as everywhere eise and when it comes toa 
show down Foraker is more popular with 
the boys who control republican affairs out 
there than McKinley himself, 

They Are Afraid of Foraker. 

Such a contest is the almost certain re- 
sult of a turndown of Hanna. Bushnell’s 
reference in one of his talks to the way 
the Hanna men are refraining from jump- 
ing on Foraker is significant. The Hanna 
men are too wise to draw Foraker into 
this fight. They. know his power and his 
ability as a fighter. 

Iifforts have been made to get the demo- 
cratic leaders here to take a hand in the 
contest, but they have refrained, taking 
the position that it is a case where those 
on the scene can determine best what to 
do. All of them hope for Hanna's defeat, 
be-ieving that if it comes jin this way it vill 
split up the republican party both in Ohio 
and in the country at large. They feel that 
so far as Ohio is concerned the chances 
for democratic victory there have already 
been made must excellent by the way 
things have gone and that whatever the

A Congressman’s 


One man who undertook to interfere in

ture will have cause to regret it for a good 
many days. He is Congressman John 
Lentz, of the Columbus district. Lentz, it 
wil] be recalled, made himself more or less | 
conspicuous~“at the Ohio democratic eon- 
vention by announcing himself as a “re- 
ceptive’’ candidate for the nomination for 
governor. As he had just been elected to 
congress there was a disposition to con- 
sider this last aspiration as something like 
arrogance, and of the more than nine hun- 
dred votes he got three. Lentz is an able 
fellow, but when he confided to some 
friends that in the ease of the death of 
Byyan before 1900 he would be the logical 
candidate for the presidential nomination, 
the friends thought, it so good a joke that 
they told it. He has been laughed at a 
good deal in consequence. 

Congressman Lentz came out in an ‘{n- 
terview the other day urging that the 
democrats make no unholy alliances; that 
they let the republicans fight out their 
family row without taking a hand in it: 
that they make no compromise for a paltry 
few offices and all that. I have not the 
exact language, but it was about the argu- 
ment that one might have expected from a 
democratic member of the legislature who 
had determined to stay away and let Han- 
na have a majority. It was plain enough 
advice that the democrats should not go 
in and help defeat Hanna. 

Has a Wicked Partner. 


The interview called forth a lot of re- 
joinders, one of which, signed “Jefferson- 
ian,’’ was sent through the mails to every 
democrat in congress. It is an open letter 
to Congressman Lentz. The writer sug- 
gests in so many words that the views ex- 
pressed by Lentz laid him open to the 
suspicion “of having had your vision dis- 
torted by gazing into the bung hole of 
Hanna’s barrel.’’ He tells how for weeks 
Hanna has had agents traveling over Ohio 
to find some democrat who would express 
just such views, and then recalls the fact 
that Lentz is the law partner of George K.

Even you seem willing to take risks and 
save a 2-cent stamp in your pursuit of 
the ‘spoils and bribes of office.’ ” 

The letter is a particularly hot document 
throughout. It has served to create a good 
deal of fun amorg his associates here, and 
it is not likely that Lentz will be allowed 
to soon hear the last of his advice.

The resolution was’ referred to the 
finance committee, but as a majority of the 
members of the committee are friendly to 
silver, Mr. Teller anticipates that it will 
be favorably reported.

M’KINLEY A DISAPPOINTMENT 


Pertly Repudiates the Policy of the 
President in Making Appointments. 


HOW REPUBLICANISM WORKS IN THE SOUTH 


Satellites of McKinley in Alabama Are 
Getting Out of Gear with He- 
publican Solar System. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 5.—(Special.) 
‘McKinley. has geome mighty near curing 
me of being a republican,”’ said a party 
leader in this state a few days ago. 

“Tl haven't asked for any office, and don't 
want any, and there is no sour grapes in 
my comp-aint,’* he continued, “but McKin- 
ley has been a sore disappointment to me 
and I can’t help saying so. The fact is, 
most of the decent republicans in the south 
are disgusted with the administration. We 
don’t like to say as much publicly, because 
we do not care to appear inconsistent party 
men, and because we do not desire to stand 
in the way of several of qur friends who 
are vainly aspiring to offices under the ad- 
ministration, but we are sore on our 
leader—yes, very sore." 

“What’s your indictment against him 
he was asked. 

“Indictment! Why he has 
party in the south for years to come. 
Several years ago a few of us saw the 
chance of the century to make our party 
in the south respectable. We appreciated 
the intensity of the feeling inside of the 
democratic party about the money ques- 
tion. We were confident the republicans 
would win the next time and we believed 
that, with the right sort of a leader, we 
cou.d win many a sound money democrat 
in the south over to our party.

Had the president’s appointments there 
been reasonably satisfactory, big results 
in Louisiana would have followed. He ap- 
pointed, however, a full coterie of negroes 
and carpet baggers and gave the best office 
in the state—surveyor of the port 6f New 
Orleans—a place held by General Long- 
street—to a notorious negro politician 
named Demos. Demos was sergeant during 
the war in a negro company which was fa- 
mous for its cruelty to white prisoners 
at Ship island. 

In South Carolina little Webster and his 
negro cohorts have been placed by the 
president in command, and the Charleston 
Hard Money MeKinley Club has been en- 
tirely ignored. I understand that two 
thirds of the postmasters appointed for 
South Carolina are negroes. 

In Florida it is the same way. The pa- 
tronage has all béen placed with Long, the 
national gommitteeman, and he has given 
all of the good offices to carpet baggers 
and negroes. 

“Tt is just as bad in Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas and the other gtates of the south.

Thinks Heads of Bureaus and Chief 
Clerks Should Be Exempt. 
Washington, January 5.—Se2rerary Sner- 
man today sent to the senate his response 
to the resolution asking the heads Vf de- 
partments for guggestions as io chaiges 
in their respective departmenis. Mr. Shrer- 
man recommends the exemption of the 
heads of bureau and the ecnief c'evk of 
the state department from the cperation 
of the law. “I found,’’ he says in fis 
Statement, ‘“‘upon entering my duties as 
secretary of state that the envire clerical 
force of the department, includ.ng the 
chief clerk at $2,500 and six chiefs of bu- 
reaus at $2,100 each, were under tke civil 
service law under a presidential craer ex- 
tending its operations s0 as_io embrace 
those officials. My opinion,’ he continues, 
“is that these: seven positions shvuuld be 
excepted from the operation& of the laws 
governing civil service, and J] so recom- 
mended should any changes of the civil 
service law be contemplated. Shese of- 
ficers should be either appointed by the 
president by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate or the gecretary of 
state should be, as formerly, actiig for 
the president, empowered to appoint them. 
“All these officers bear a close personal 
relation to the secretary of state in the 
conduct @f the department's official busi» 
ness. It through them, under the as- 
sistant secr s. he is enabled to trans- 
act his official duties, ang it should seem 
to be the part of prudence and discretion 
that they should be in sympathetic touch 
with the head of the department to insure 

co-operation and harmony of :ction.’’ 

The secretary ¢oncludes with the state- 
ment that he makes no complaint against 
the present occupants of these vifices, but 
he thinks that upon general principles the 
secretary’s hands should not be tied. 

“This freedom of action on the part of 
the secretary of state which should never 
have been curtailed,’’ he says, ‘‘would, I 
believe, promote the public interests. It 
should certainly institute in those offices 
a desire to render the best possible service 
to the department and stimulate their 
highest endeavors to discharge their of- 
ficial duties in harmony with the wishes 
of the secretary of state.’’ 


CLARK INTRODUCES HIS BILL. 


Makes Gold Dollar the Unit of Value. 
Amends National Bank Acts. 
Washington, January 5.—Representative 
Clark, of Iowa, has introduced a bill mak- 
ing the gold dollar the sole unit of value, 
directing every national bank to redeem 
its notes in dollars of:such value, restrict- 
ing the denominations of treasury or na- 
tional bank notes to $10 or its multiples; 
those outstanding of less denominations 
being called in and standard silver dollars 
given in exchange and certificates destroy- 
ed, while after January 1, 1900, tlle treasury 
ie to refuse all such certificates as pay- 
ment of public dues. The national bank 
acts are also amended to charter banks 
with a paid-up capital stock of $20,000, 
which may issue currercy to the amount 
of the face of the securities they deposit 


with the government, the tax on circula-,; 


tion to be one-half of 1 per cent, payable 
annually in January.

HAD FORMULA TO MAKE STEEL. 


John Leighton Died, Leaving Secret 
with His Sons. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., January 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—John Leighton, president of the 
Softthern Steel works of this city, died 
today of pneumonia in the seventy-fifth 
year of his age. He came to this country 
in 1872 from Staffordshire, England. He 
had studied out a formula of his own for 
making steel, and opened up a plant in 
this city for making the metal by this 
formula, which he has neve* communicated 
to any one, The product is a very close- 
grained, hard metal, susceptible to a high 
polish. He was a very peculiar man, and 
was always afraid that if he admitted 
others to his secret, he would lose a 
fortune he expected to make by his process.

Macon was never better in health and 
morals.

Macon’s new and excellent system of 
sanitary sewers is a great preventative of 
disease. No epidemic of any kind has vis- 
ited Macon in years, and at no time is 
tnere much gerious illness. Her health and 
sanitary comditions are truly excellent. 

What can be said of Macon concerning 
her health is equally true of her morals. 
The percentage of sin and vice has been 
reduced to a minimum. There is very little 
intemperance and even less of the immorai- 
ities that usually accompany or follow in- 
temperance.

Annual Report of Board of Health Has | 
Been Prepared. : 


IMPORTANT RECOMMENDATIONS 


Tells of Unusual Low Rate of Mortali- 
ty and of the Fight Against Many 
Contagious Diseases. | 


The board of health of Atlanta held an 
adjourned meeting yesterday afternoon 
which is the last meeting of the old board. 
All the business of last year was com 
pleted at the meeting yesterday. 

The most important matter “pefore the 
board was fts annual report td the city 
council, which had been prepared. The fe- 
port was read and approved. It contains in- 
formation of great value and shows the 
excellent sanitary condition of the city. 

During 1897 there were 1,826 deaths, as 
against 2,166 in 189%. In 1897 the deaths 
were: Whites, 806; colored, 1,020. In 1896, 
whites, 936; colored, 1,227. This death rate is 
from a population of 86,000, according to the 
last state census. The rate is lower than 
ever before. 

Some of the principa)] points in the report 
are as follows: 


Crematory. 


‘‘The crematory has done excellent service 
during the year and from a eanitary stand- 
point has proved eminently successful. The 
cost of cremation, however, is considerable, 
as shown by the chief inspector’s report, 
amounting to about 34 cents per ton. Cre- 
mation is unquestionably the best method 
of disposing of night soil and garbage for 
inland towns. Were it not for the item of 
expense the board of health would recom- 
mend to your honorable body the immedi- 
ate adoption of this method of disposing 
of the entire garbage and night soil of the 
city. The location of one or two large gar- 
bage furnaces rear the center of the city 
would save the long haul across town to 
the dumping grounds, and would prove 
much more satisfactory than the present 
mode of disposing of the same. It has been 
shown that these furnaces may be made 
quite economical where the garbage is util- 
ized as fuel for manufacturing purposes.”’ 

The report states that there are still @ 
number of old rock culverts and sewers 
remaining in the city and it !s recommend- 
ed that these should be replaced with san- 
itary sewers. The use of fiush tanks Is 
stated as having proved to be more satis- 
factory than the method of using the hy- 
Grants. It is recommended that they be 
placed in all main sewers. The report 
speaks of the uneven streets, and while 
commending the laying of a better class of 
pavement during the year 1897, recommends 
that the uneven streets be repaired, because 
dirt and filth accumulated in the crevices, 
cannot be removed and causes disease. 

The importance of the inspection of milk 
and markets is spoken of and it is stated 
that the records shew that a few milk and 
market men have been dishonest. The re- 
quirement is too low and the board recom- 
mends the adoption of an ordinance rais- 
ing it. 

The board asks for an increased appro- 
priation for a bacteriological department 
and the report says that it is only after a 
careful bacteriological examination that 
the presence of disease germs may be dem- 
onstrated, The report says: 

“The board of health, therefore, urges 
upon your honorable body the necessity for 
a slignt increase in the appropriation of 
this department, in order that a micro- 
scopical and bacteriological laboratory may 
be fitted up. Many cases of membranous 
croup are undoubtedly laryngeal diphtheria 
and many cases reported as diphtheria are 
non-contagious sore throat. Itis only after 
acareful bacteriological examination that 
these diseases can be scientifically differ- 
entiated. It is unjust and expensive to is- 
Olate children who have non-contagious 
sore throats, and it is exceedingly danger- 
ous to allow the other members of the 
family and visitors to have constant access 
to cases of so-called membranous croup, 
the most dangerous and probably the most 
contagious form of diphtheria. 

Epidemic Diseases. 

“During the year we have had to deal 
with yellow fever and smallpox, in ad- 
dition to the usual contagious and infec- 
tious diseases. Never has Atlanta better 
sustained her reputation as a health resort 
hor more thoroughly ested her immunity 
from yellow fever, It would be exceedingly 
unfortunate, however, were this experience 
to full her people into a feeling of false 
Security. It should only stimulate increased 
vigilance and improved sanitation. The ef- 
ficacy of vaccination, were such proof nec- 
essary, has been abundantly demonstrated. 
In spite of the puerile and ‘asinine attacks 
made upon vaccination by that species of 
sentimental cranks who call themselves 
anti-vaccinationists,’ it still stands forth 
pre-eminent among the multitudes of ben- 
«factions which scientific medicine has be- 
Stowed upon suffering humanity.

FELDER MAY ANNOUNCE SOON 


Says He Has Not Definitely Deter- 
mined What Course He Will Pur- 
sue—He Is Real Democrat. 


For some time past the name of Mr. 
Yrulton Colville has been prominently men- 
tioned in connection with congressional 
nonors. It Tas been well known that he 
was ziv’.e consideration to the suggestion 
of permi.iiing the use of his name this 
year, and the general impression has been 
th* he would corsent to do so. Mr. Col- 
ville anunounc.d yesterday thatshe would 
not be a candidate, and in speaking of the 
reasons leading to this conclusion, he said:

To the many kind friends who have 
so cordially assured me of their hearty 
support I wish to return my sincere thanks, 
As far as I am personally concerned, I will 
cordially and heartily support my friend, 
Hon. Thomas B. Felder, should he con- 
clude to make the race. I am informed that 
he tas the matter under advisement, and, 
ingeec my conclusion not to make the 
rice ig partially prompted by my desire to 
serve him. Of course, both of us would not 
run, and he has time and again asked me 
to make the race, stating that he would 
not oppose, but would support me. I have 
concluded, however, that it is best for me 
to stick to business this year, and not to 
go into a political race, and I will as hear- 
tily support Mr. Felder as he would have 
supporitc«d me had I been a candidate.” 


Tom Felder Will Run. 

It is generally understood that Mr. Fel- 
dev will make the race for congress. It is 
said that he has received letters from 
all parts of the district urging him to make 
the race, ang his announcement is expected 
any day.

NOTHER big shake-up has taken

Early yesterday morning the custom 
house officials began to hear rumors of a 
change in the most important place in the 
department, next to that of internal reve- 
nue collector. 

Mr. A. J. Spence, chlef deputy in the de- 
partment, is to be succeeded by Mr. Perry 
Chisholm, the well-known republican. Chief 
Deputy Spence will go. to his home at Ne!- 
son, Ga., and will take his old place there 
as deputy collector. 

The change has been scheduled to occur 
for several weeks, but the republican 
bosses with their usual closeness kept it 


secret. 

Mr. Chisholm was with ‘Mr. Spence at the 
latter’s desk yesterday getting the run of 
the position. He was very busy during the 
day figuring on certain papers and it ‘ook- 
ed as if he had already assumed the duties 
of his prospective place. 

Just when the change will go into effect 
is not known. The appointments are ex- 
pected from Washington every day, and it 
is said that the bosses have already been 
assured that the commissions are on the 
way. The appointment of Mr. Spence will 
be to his old place, from which he resigned 
to accept the place of chief deputy. The 
place has been filled by an emergency ap- 
pointee since the first change. but since 
the new list of civil service eligibles has 
arrived from Washington the emergency 
appointees will lose their jobs. The second 
name on the new list is that of Mr. Spence. 
He will simply take his old job and <Mr. 
Chisholm will succeed him as chief deputy. 

Mr. Spence’s friends say that the change 
is made at his request. He has a large 
farm at Nelson and his vineyard there is 
a very va.uable piece of property. Aj‘l of 
his interests are in that section and he 
naturally prefers to live there. One of the 
leading officials at the custom house said 
he had expected the change for a long 
time, as he knew it was to Mr. Snence’s 
interest to go to Nelson, and then he said 
Mr. Chisholm had been promised a place 
for some time.

As to State Tuxes. 


Comptroller General Wright had a few 
words to say about.the state’s finances 
in The Constitution yesterday, and all 
who read the interview with him must 
have realized its significance. In 1897 
the tax rate was the highest in the his- 
tory of Georgia, but in 1898 even this 
record is to be broken. Mr. Wright 
Says: 

On account of the very low price of cot- 
ton I shall expect to see a further reduc- 
tion of taxable values in the state and this 
coupled with the fact that the appropria- 
tions for 1898 have been largely increased, 
I do not see how it will be possible to keep 
the state rate of taxation below 6% mills, 
the maximum rate authorized by the act 
of 1896. In the one item of the public 
school fund we have an appropriation for 
this year of $1,000,000, whereas for last year 
the appropriation was only $600,000. We 
also have to raise by taxation $30,000 for 
the prison commission and $30,000 to supple- 
ment the pension fund for indigent soldiers. 
The insane asylum, too, is allowed $10,000 
more for fits support for this year than 
last. These are a few of the larger appro- 
priations, besides smaller ones which we 
will be called on ‘to meet by taxation. With 
no increased sources of revenue—and if our 
taxable values should show any marked de- 
creases the tax limit will not, in my judg- 
ment, raise funds sufficient to meet the ap- 
propriations. 

During the past eight years the taxable 
values of Georgia have steadily dimin. 
ished, and it is by no means a wel- 
come prediction that comes from the 
comptroller general. But all he says 
is warranted by the facts, and the most 
that Georgia can do is to console her- 
self with the reflection that she is not 
only doing as well ag her sister states 
at present, but that she has more than 
held her own during the period of de- 
pression. The following table shows 
the property on digest and the railroad 
property as assessed during the past 
two decades:

But the reduction of wages in New 
England hag hardly begun. The crip- 
pling of ‘the resources of 100,000 work- 
ingmen means the cutting down of the 
purchasing power of at least 500,000, 
and this is bound to have a serious re- 
sult on business in New England. The 
wages of clerks in the stores will have 
to be cut, the process will go on un- 
til the level is reached. ‘To cut one 
man’s wages seems to be a very simple 
thing, but when one man’s wages are 
cut, the resources of a whole family 
are reduced. 

This 
is what The Constitution and other dem- 
ocratic newspapers predicted when many 
eastern workingmen foolishly voted for 
McKinley. They were told that their 
support of the republicans would pro- 
mote the most evil aspects of Cleveland- 
ism, but many of them went smilingly 
to their fate, and they have nobody to 
blame but themselves. They voted for 
the gold standard, they voted to have 
their wages reduced, and they voted for 
every evil that can possibly afflict them 
during McKinley’s administration.

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Li Hung Chang’s Protest. 

There is something pathetic in the 
mild protest which the celebrated Chi- 
nese viceroy, Li Hung Chang, makes 
against the proposed dismemberment of 
the Chinese empire. 

With what feelings of sorrow the aged 
statesman contemplates the distress of 
the empire in whose service he has la- 
bored for so many years, can easily be 
imagined. More than any other man, 
he has contributed to the upbuilding of 
the empire, and to the introduction of 
western ideas of civilization into its 
sluggish life; and just as the time comes 
for him to lay aside the cares of active 
service and to enjoy the well-earned 
fruits of his long career, he is confront- 
ed with the prospect of seeing China 
made the spoil of the European powers. 

In a recent interview published in 
The New York Herald, the Chinese vice- 
roy is quoted as using this language: 

The forcible occupation of Kiao-Chou by 
Germany is a direct vio'ation of existing 
treaties and of international law.

certain that the vast area of the conti- 
nent west of the Mississippi river would 
today be largely undeveloped, and that 
stage coaches would still be plying 
where the screech of the locomotive is 
now heard.

Informa- 
tion received from California states that 
the approaching celebration will be one 
of the most imposing spectacles ever 
known in the history of the west; and 
since it commemorates the extension of 
American civilization westward, as well 
as the formal opening of the golden 
gate of the Pacific, it cannot fail to be 
of profound interest to the whole Amer- 
ican people. :

The selection of Colonel John O. 
Waddell as secretary of the executive 
committee of thé United Confederate 
Veterans’ Association of Atlanta, places 
in this responsible position a man who 
is in every way thoroughly competent to 
discharge the duties devolving upon this 
office.

tion’s story yesterday about the naming 
of the counties of the state has already 
brought in queries that can only be answ=r- 
ed by a general review of county affairs 
from the very beginning. Georgia's coun- 
ties are well named. Succeeding legisla- 
tures took different views as to the char- 
acter of the nomenclature to be bes:owed, 
some holding out original Indian 
names, others bestowing honors upon ng- 
lish friends of the thirtéean original states, 
and others still horforing the sons of Geor- 
gia and of other states who have won 
their spurs either upon the field of tattle 
or in the halls of legislatures. But all 
the names are good ones. 

Before Georgia had any counties at. all 
the state was divided up into parishes of 
the established Church of England, and it 
was not until 1777 that she broke away 
from this fashion of the mother country 
and adopted an autonomy of her own. 
Then she created seven counties. Of the 
parishes of St. John, St. Andrews and St. 
James she created the county of Liberty. 
Of the parish of St. Paul she created the 
county of Richmond, named after the 
good old earl who belicved in the indepen- 
dence of the colonies. Toe parish of St. 
George became the county of Burke, named 
after the great and only Edmund; the 
parish of St. Matthew became the county 
of Effingham, after the earl of the same 
name; the Chrtst’s Church and St. Phil- 
lip’s parish became the county of Chatham, 
after the earl of Chatham; the parishes of 
St. Thomas and St. Mary’s became the 
county of Camden, after the good old earl 
of Camden, and Wilkes, the great English 
commoner, was honored by having ihe 
first territory acquired from the Indians 
erected into a county bearing his name. 
Thus Georgia, even in her infancy, ac- 
quired the habit of remembering her 
friends! 


The Constitution told yesterday how the 
people who now inhabit Webster county 
balked at the name of Kinchafoonee, but 
no protest was ever made against Mus- 


cogee, Coweta, Chattahoochee, Chattooga, 


Ovonce or Catoosa. All these are county 
names handed down by the Indians, and 
all are now a part of Georgia's history. 
In: recounting the stories of counties which 
have been renamed nothing was said about 
Jasper and Randolph, although ihe expe- 
riences of two legislators in dealing with 
them makes the most unique story of 
them all. It shows not only how highly 
the people appreciate the honor of a county 
name, but how fickle our legislators are in 
handling the memories of the great men 
of their time. 

The Jasper county of the present day 
was the Randolph county of the State 
previous to 1812. But when the great states- 
man of Roanoke meade his famous speech 
in congress—which then sat in caucus [to 
nominate a president—attacking Henry 
Clay, the Georgia legislature promptly 
erased his name from the map and substi- 
tuted that of Sergeant Jasper, the brave 
soldier who carried his fiag into the jaws 
of death at the siege of Savannah. But 
time lessened Georgia’s feeling of resent- 
ment aginst Randolph, even while it d.d 
not diminish her love for Clay, and in 1828 
another legislature honored the distingutsh- 
ed Virginian by naming a new county for 
him. So both sons of the south, who 
achieved fame in so widely different paths,

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In the naming of her counties, since the 
original seven were laid out, Georgiu has 
shown a leaning toward her own sons, but 
has been by no means selfish in the matter. 
To take the list of counties up alphabetic- 
ally and to show the significance of the 
name of each, is to demonstrate an amount 
of history that every Georgian will be 
proud of. Banks county, which northerners 
usually suppose to have been named after 
the venerable Nathaniel P. Banks, of Ma3- 
sachusetts, speaker of the national house 
of representatives and robust republican, 
was really named in honor of Dr. Richard 
Banks, an eminent physician who lived 
and .died in Gainesville. Clarke county was 
named after John Clarke, one-time govern- 
or cf the state, and Clay county—the citi- 
zens of Cobb notwithstanding—was named 
after the ons and only Henry. 

Augustus 8S. Clayton, the distinguished ju- 
rist and member of congress, has a monu- 
ment in the county which bears his name, 
and Clinch was named for Colonel Duncan 
L. Clinch, famous both as a soldier and 
politician, who ran for governor in 1548, and 
was defeated. Cobb county gets its name 
from Thomas W. Cobb, a wealthy planter 
of Jefferson county, uncle of the governor 
of the same name, member of congress and 
all-round good fellow. Dade county wus 
named after Major Dade, who fell in the 
Seminole war in 1836, and Appling was 
named after Colonel Daniel Appling, whose 
sword stili hangs in the office of the gov- 
ernor at the state capitol. Berrien got its 
name from John McPherson Berrien, the 
eminent jurist and United States. sen- 
ator, and Bryan was named for the dis- 
tinguished old Savannah commoner. Lut 
Bryan is always true to that other distin- 
guished man of the same name who hails 
from Nebraska.

They 
mean everything that; extravagance 
means., The question needs no argu- 
ment. There must be a cutting down 
of expenses that will level the tax rate 
to the ability of the people to pay it. To 
do this there must be a man at the head 
of affairs who is not afraid to apply 
the knife in the interest of the people. 
As matters stand, the harder the times 
the higher the taxes. That is a prepos- 
terous condition. There are various 
steps necessary to providing a remady, 
but the first and most important is the 
placing in the governor’s office a man 
who is in thorough sympathy with the 
condition of the people, and whose 
whole career is consistent: with the de- 
mands that must be made on him in 
the interest of economy. 
He must be a man entirely familiar 
with the struggiés the people have to 
make in order to make buckle and 
tongue meet. He must be a man who 
is in complete accord with the platfrom 
and policy of the democratic party. He 
must be a man whose career and char- 
acteristles appeal to the minds of the 
common people. He must be a man in 
whom the people have confidence, and 
whose candidacy will practically put an 
end to that form of opposition to the 
democratic party which is based for the 
most part on a desire to bring the or- 
_ ganization back to a clear and an un- 
| equivocal position in behalf of the best 
. interests of the people. 
_ Now, the best interests of the people 
- at this time (so far as their state admin- 
- istration is concerned) lies in managing 
’ their affairs along the lines.of the most 
 yigid economy, and in making the rate 
f taxation conform in some measure 
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This exempted property is worth about 
$18,000,000, which would make the ag- 
gregate railroad value something over 
$60,000,000. -But, as Mr. Wright points 
out, there is little likelihood of any in- 
crease in valuation, and all estimates 
made must be on the basis of the figures 
shown. That there will be a shrink- 
age in 1898 because of 5-cent cotton and 
hard times, and that the tax rate will 
g0 up because of the increased appro- 
priations, are facts too patent to be ig- 
nored.

She points with 
pride, too, to the fact that the present 
year, in comparison with 1879, shows 
that the general property valuation of 
the state has increased nearly 100 per 
cent, and that the railroad property of 
the state has increased more than 450 
per cent. There is no disappointment in 
the past. Thereis only need for watcn- 
fulness in the future. 
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Republicanism Up to Date. 

There are about fifty thousand skilled 
workers in the shoe factories of New 
England, and the cut inaugurated in 
North Brookfield will reach every one 
of them. Putting these fifty thousand 
workingmen with the more than fifty 
thousand operatives in the cotton mills 
of New England will show, to some ex- 
tent, the nature of the republican victory 
in 1896. 

It was a victory for the worst pas- 
sion known to man—selfish greed—and 
as the returns come in we see some- 
thing of its effect as well as its extent. 
And yet there is plenty of prosperity. 
The men who hold and handle inactive 
capital are prosperous. The men whose 
money is invested in government bonds 
are prosperous. And the republican 
party, with its hold on the offices, is 
prosperous. But there is no prosperi- 
ty among the people.

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California’s Semi-Centennial. 


On the 24th of this month the state of 
California will celebrate with imposing 
ceremonies the semi-ceniennial of the 
first discovery of gold on the Pacific 
slope. 

The opening of the rich California 
gold mines fifty years ago not only in- 
augurated one of the most dramatic and 
thrilling episodes of American history, 
but it drew the tide of civilization to- 
ward the Rocky mountains and paved 
the way for the complete subjugation of 
the continent in later years. 

Up to that time the great bulk of our 
national population dwelt along the At- 
lantic seaboard, and even the Mississip- 
pi valley, with its fertile area stretch- 
ing from the great lakes to the Gulf of 
Mexico, was settled only in isolated 
places here and there. Something was 
needed to arouse the country’s latent 
spirit of adventure, and to woo its pop- 
ulation westward. So when the cry of 
gold was heard from the Pacific slope it 
immediately accomplished this desired 
purpose, and the tide of civilization 
began at once to set in that direction. 
Ev@y state in the union became tribu- 
tary to the eag®r throngs which hur- 
ried toward the far west, and the years 
which followed this dramatic exodus of 
feverish argonauts witnessed marvelous 
changes along the western slope of the 
continent. Towns and cities sprang up 
as if by magic, highways of commerce 
began to wind in and out among» the 
primeval solitudes, industries of every 
kind transplanted from the east began 
1.)I shoot their wreathes of smoke into 
the air; until at length the Pacific slope 
threw off its original character and 
emerged into one of the most fertile and 
progressive sections of the country. 

Of course it is not insisted for a mo- 
ment that the great western slope of the 
continent would never have been set- 
tled except for the discovery of gold in 
California; but without the least hesi- 
tation it may be affirmed that this dis- 
covery’ of gold in Cal ia served to 
bring about the settlement of the Pacific 
slope some twenty-five or thirty years 
sooner.

Cruelties at Asylum, 


WROTE LETTER BEFORE HIS ESCAPE 


He Evidently Contemplated His Dar- 
ing Act When He Penned the 
Strenge Missive in His Lun- 
atic Cell—Why He Fire 
at Dr. Powell.

More remarkable, more startling and far 
more sensational than the escape of B. H. 
Osborne from the state lunatic asylum is 
a letter which the impr:soned murderer 
wrote to The Constitution just before he 
took his thrilling departure from the 
state’s institution for its insane, and which 
he mailed in Milledgeville after his escape. 

As a picture of Osborne’s strange nature, 
the letter seems real and life-like. Com- 
ing as it does direct from him, breathes of 
his demented brain and depicts his wild, 
visionary It reflects the thoughts 
and feelings of the lunatic murderer as 
he was on the eve of making an attempt 
to murder Dr. Powell and escape. It is an 
alleged history of his life at the asylum 
and in his peculiarly forcible style he tells 
of his condition and says that he is on the 
verge of insanity due to his mistreatment.

The letter was 
written in that small, plain and graceful 
writing peculiar to lithographers and en- 
gravers, which was Osborne’s occupation. 
The letter which was written in Decem- 
ber as a note of explanation to accom 
pany the recital of his imaginary wrongs 
was as follows, given with Osborne’s 
spelling and punctuation: 

: The Letter of Explanation. 

Milledgeville, Ga., December, 1897.—Editor 
Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I send 
you enclosed a brief recital of the trials 
and sufferings of Georgia’s insane, and I 
trust you will publish it, as I am satisfied 
that many of your readers would be glad 
to learn something of the inside manage- 
ment of the asylum. Dr. Powell is such 
an inveterate deceiver that he has so far 
managed to keep the public deluded as to 
how he really conducts the asylum affairs. 
Many people in the state believe him to, be 
a veritable god of insanity, when in reality 
he and his entire staff of physicians are 
but worthless charlatans who, failing to 
make a living in the marts of trade have 
secluded themselves at the asylum to Blood- 
suck and delude a deserving, though unsus- 
pecting, public. Powell claims that he can 
tell the exact stage of a man’s mind by 
simply looking in his eyes, and he will for 
a specified sum of money pronounce any 
criminal insane and harbor him for years 
from the hand of justice. Life in the asy- 
lum is worse than death. Crime, lawless- 
nes, robery and brutality hold high car- 
nival, and yet the outside world believe it 
a place beyond reproach. Powell also ad- 
vocates that all ‘criminal insane’ shall be 
sent to the penitentiary. While I am-con- 
versant to the fact that the ‘insanity dodge’ 
is being worked to/an alarming degree all 


' over the land, and none are more heartily 


opposed to this deceptive scheme of cheat- 
ing justice than I am, still it ig not right 
to send to the prison those unfortunate 
who under the impetus of insanity commit- 
ted crime, and I sincerely believe that every 
generous man in Georgia would rise up in 
denunciation of such unjust legislation. I 
have willfully committed no crime and the 
law held me utterly irresponsible and made 
Provision for my release as soon as I be- 
came well. Powell pronounced me well 
three months after my arrival] here and I 
legally petitioned the legislature to re 
lease me, but Powell said he could not take 
the responsibility to pronounce me cured, 
and continues to hold me here under his 
gauling yoke of insult and persecution. He 
discriminates between me and the other pa- 
tients and tries in every way to harrass 
and injure me. Of course, with such treat- 
ment, ing already of a melancholia tem- 
perament, is undermining my physical 
and destroying my mental] condition, and I 
fear sooner or later an entire collapse of 
my entire faculties, and I shall hold these 
Officials personally responsible and shall 
sue them for damages incured. I am now 
verging on the confines of insanity, and I 
have manfully struggled against its over- 
whelming current, and if I sink beneath 
its turbulent tide I do so with an unspotted 
and dauntless spirit. It seems that even in 
this vaunted day of progress that the eye 
of inquiry is shut and the voice of censure 
is unheard. Justice is but a name and 
liberty a paygent dream. Where does all 
this money come from that is expended to 
support sane men, harbor criminals and 
maintain in luxury would-be physicians 
and petty officials, who are given to indo- 
lence, hypocracy and persecution? Let the 
starving widows and orphans, the tired, 
industrious tradesman and his famishing 
wife and children, from whom is extracted 
annually this tax money which-is squan- 
dered wnder the pretext of charity, an- 
swer the above querry. Yes, these deserving 
people are taxed of their meager living 
that a few may live in splendor on the 
fruits of their labor.’’ 
The Life at the Asylum. 

Osborne’s story of the life at the asylum. 
and his ideas upon other matters as writ- 
ten by himself, is as follows, the letter be- 
ing given with his spelling and punctua- 
tion; 

Eis Story of Asylum Life. 

“A VOICE FROM THE INSANE ASYLUM 

“In writing this article I do not wish to 
bring myself into prominence and I sacri- 
fice myself to unpleasant notoriety that I 
may place before the honest men and mat- 
rons Of my native state the real modus 
operandi of the Georgia lunatic asylum at 
Milledgeville. Under the guise of iaw I 
have been entoomed in this prison for the 
insane for many months. Dr. Powell pro- 
nounced me cured three months after I 
came here, yet I was pllowed to remain a 
burden on the state, and now through 
gross insults and mistreatment I am on 
the verge of insanity again. I am depri-ved 
of any fresh air, exercise and sunshine, 
the three most essential properties for 
health, and I am utterly deprived of any

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more revolting crimes, he says, are commit- 
ted at the asylum, and then hidden by the 
cloak of authority. He laughs at the ex- 
perts and ridicules their pretenses at be- 
ing able to teli the condition of a man’s 
mind. He claims that the lunatic asylum 
is a farce and only beneficial to the doc- 
tors who are employed op the med:-cal 
staff of the institution. 

Osborne writes one thing which may 
show that his attempt to kill Dr. Powell 
was not a wild act prompted by the excite- 
ment of his escape. It may show that Os- 
borne coolly planned the whole scheme to 
run by Dr. Powell and shoot him down, 
for, as he says in his letter, he hates the 
doctor and only wanted the opportunity 
to get even with him, and he was very 
nearly successful, one bullet barely missing 
‘the doctor’s heart. He says that Dr. Pow- 
ell had insulted Mrs. Osborne and had mal- 
treated him. He says he will hoid the of- 
ficials of the asylum personally responsi- 
ble for this treatment. 

But for a Uttle accident of fate, Osborne 
says he would have thrilled the world with 

ts eloquence and would have been a noted 
orator instead of a poor unfortunate, for, 
he continues, he was born a great orator. 

The crazy dodge is given attention by 
Osborne in his letter. He says that no man 
is more opposed to the crazy dodge to 
avoid punishment than himself, and he 
thinks it shameful that a man should re- 


gort to such a cheap use to keep from 


enjoyment whatever; thus I am deprived of 
those privi.eges (life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness) which the constitution 
guarantees to every citizen. Being af- 
fiicted with temporary insanity, it was my 
misfortune to be contined in. the state 
asylum and in making the pultic conver- 
sant with its inside management I do it 
in a true republican spirit. The people of 
Georgia are greatly deluded in regards to 
how patients are treated (or rather mis- 
treated) here and the partiality shown 
among its different inmates. As God is my 
judge I tell simply what I saw and know. 
Young men of good standing, yet afflicted 
with insanity, come to this institution for 
medical treatment. Their friends told 
them of a heaven of peace and recupera- 
tion to which they were going, but when 
they arrive they find it Simply a bared 
prison for epileptics, lunatics, madmen and 
idiots. When the patients first arrive they 
are stripped and bathed in a bathtub which 
is a daily receptacle for filth, and in case 
they resist they are thrown to the floor 
by the attendents and choked to insensibili- 
ty, and if they are still obstonate they 
are hurled back into what # known as a 
‘celled room’ and allowed no bedding 
save one strong Dbunket and probably a 
pile of straw. The ftod furnished is simply 
abominable; it is unliygenic, unvarried and 
of the cheapest quality. Yet the state ap- 
propriates $280,000 for its support, the bulk 
of which goes to the ‘officials,’ which sit 
still and call for more pay for expert ser- 
vices rendered.

FRIENDS. OF BOTH ARE ACTIVE 


DuBlgnon and Speaker Jenkins May Yet 
Enter the Race. 


CANDLER’S FRIENDS ARE AGGRESSIVE

Terrell People Reaching for the Party 
Organization, but Are Blocked 
by Steve Clay, Who Is for 
duBignon and Next for 
Candler. 


Rapid developments in the past few days 
have placed Attorney General Joseph M. 
Terrell and Secretary of State Allen D. 
Candler squarely in the race for governor, 
and have served to/clear the political at- 
mosphere so far as Many minor booms 
for office are concerned. Neither Mr. Ter- 
rell nor Colonel Candler has announced 
his candidacy in any public communica- 
tion over his own signature, but both are 
just as much in the heart of the fight today 
as though they had already dune so, and 
one, at least, will shortly announce both 
his candidacy and his platform in plain 
English to the democratic party of the 
state. That one is Colonel Candler, and 
the prediction that he will shy his hat into 
the gubernatorial arena is based on his 
own promise to be a candidate if his 
friends asked him to be, 

His friends have preferred the request. 
Three weeks ago The Constitution said that 
Coione] Candler had addressed a letter to 
many of the democrats of ile stuie, ask- 
ing them if they ‘wanted him to run, and 


‘pledging himself to staud as a canaicGate 


if they did. His letter was one of the 
manliest and most etraighiferward that 
ever carried political significance, and. in 
view of later deveiupments, it is worth 
printing. Colonel Candler wrote: 

The Candler Letter. 


“Many democrats have solicited me to be- 
come a candidate tor governor and many 
of the newspapers have .ndorsed the sug- 
gestion. Among the reasons assigned why 
1 should stand for the nomination is the 
fact that the party should present as its 
candidate next year a man who not only 
now stands, but has from the beginning 
stood squarely and unequivocally on the 
jast national platform, not merely because 
it is the party platform, but because he 
believes it is right, and thus believing help- 
ed to make it. 

“It is now evident that both the slate 
campaign of 1898 and the national campaign 
of 1900 must be fought out on the lines 
of 18%. The relief that was to have come 
from the establishment of the gold stand- 
ard and the enactment of a high protec- 
tive tariff law has not come and never 
will come under gold monometaiism. In- 
stead of the prosperity promised 1]*st year 
by the republicans and others who «dvo- 
evied the single gold standard, we have 
been given 5-cent cotton and starvation 
prices for labor, and so long as present 
conditions remain there can be no return 
of real prosperity. 

“We aieuk "hawe not only reform in our 
currency system, but we must 1so have 
more economy and lower taxes in beth 
s‘ te and the federal government; our 
i; ing laws must bear equally on all alik? 
and our state tax rate must be lowered. I 
am aware that the currency questton ‘s not 
one for state settlement, yet it is a matter 
of paramount importance to the pcople, 
and hence to strengthen the hands of the 
party at large, it is important that the 
Georgia democracy continue in the lead 
for such reform as is pledged in the nat-on- 
al platform. Some good democrats differ 
from us on the coinage question, but accept 
in good faith the party platform. So long 
as they do this they are loyal and are en- 
titled to our respect and confidence, and 
should have both, : 

“These are my life-long and deeply root- 
ed convictiens, well understood by all who 
know me, and because of these facts T «m 
urged to stand for the nomination for gov- 
ernor. But before coming to a conclusion 
as to my duty to my state, my party and 
myself in the premises, I want to t.ke 
counsel of a few leading democrats in each 
county who krow and largely mold public 
sentiment in their respective sections, and 
to this end this letter is written. I des‘re 
a candid, unbiased opin‘on from you as [to 
how my candidacy would be received by 
your people, and upon your answer and the 
answers of a few other leading democrats 
to whom I will write will depend my con- 
clus'‘on. I am not a place-hunter, and 
have no overweening desire for’ political 
preferment, but I am a loyal democrat and 
only want to know the will of my party, 
and I obey it.” 


An Announcement Expected. 
In response to this letter Colonel Candler 
has received a flood ‘of replies, urging his 


candidacy, each one containing expressions 


of personal and political good will too 
strong to be ignored. The suggestion that 
he was considering the matter was. suffi- 
cient to arouse his friends in all parts of 
the state, and already he has received 


more than enough encouragement to War 


rant his entering the race. He is always 
a man of his word, and when he sent out 
his letter no one who knew him doubted 
for a moment that he meant business. Most 
of the replies are enthusiastic in tone, and 
many of them prophesy that, with Colo- 
nel Candler as a candidate, the party would 
win by a good old-fashioned democratic 
majority of from 9,000 to 100,000 votes. 

All this means that it is now only a mat- 
ter of time when Colonel Candler an- 
nounces his candidacy in an open letter to 
his friends. At present he will not talk 
about it, at least to newspaper men, and 
a Constitution representative who called 
on him at the office of the secretary of 
state in the capitol yesterday, got only 
this for his pains: 

“When I am a candidate for governor, 
everybody will know it, for L do not in- 
tend to enter the race by a back door,’ 
said Colonel Candler. “Neither do I intend 
to take any chances that may injure my 
party. If I find that the democrats of the 
state want tne to run, and I am begin- 
ning to believe they do, I will be a candi- 
date in the only sense of the word that 
ts truly democratic. In other words, i mean 
to let the other side know it.” 

“Havent you already receiyed sufficient 
assurance that you are wanted?” was 
pushed his eyeglasses up on his forehead, 
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he is holding back only because he does 
not believe that it is good politics to an- 
nounce his catididacy too early. There is 
no better politician in the state than the 
colonel. He has won his way in politics as 
he did in the war—by leading his follow- 
ers into the thick of the fight, and having 
all the foolishness knocked out of him by 
active encounters with the enemy. Passing 
through a thousand and one battles of 
all sorts, the colonel has emerged with 
victory mostly on his side, and with an 
accumulated experience which tells him 
how to form his lines for the preliminary 
skirmish. 


His friends are already making a vigor- 


ous canvass in his behalf, and already 
they have assumed the aggressive. All 
the other candidates know this. The army 
of middle Georgians who want Attorney 
General Terrell to be governor have 
awakened to the fact that the real fight 
has already begun, and wherever there is 
& point to be contested the Candler and the 

Terrell men are encamped on the spot. That 
Terrell is a candidate is no longer ques- 
tiened, even by himself, although he con- 
tinues to postpone his definite announce- 
ment, doubtless for the same reasons that 
influence Colonel Candler. The friends of 
both have long since ceased to await any 
word from their chiefs. 

The Party Organization. 

With but two active candidates in the 
fiel@ the effort to secure control 
of the party organization is a some. 
what curious. one. Chairman Steve 
Clay, of the state committee, is an immov- 
able obstacle in the way ef both. Clay will 
unquestionably support Fleming G. duBig- 
non, if that brilliant young south Georgian 
is a candidate, but noone knows what du- 
Bignon is going to do. In the meantime Clay 
is doing his utmost to keep the organiza- 
tion from swinging into line for either 
Candler or Terrell, and, in spite of the on- 
Slaughts of the friends of the latter, he is 
Succeeding very well. Up to this time the 
fight has proceeded outside the breast- 
works, as it were, and those on the inside 
are spectators rather than participants! 

The state committee is made up of two 
members from each of the eleven congres- 
sional districts, ten members at large, and 
the single member representing Georgia in 
the national democratic committee. Chair- 
man Clay appoints the ten members at 
liige, which would give him potential in- 
fluence in the committee, even if he did 
not enjoy it otherwise. Just now Clay is a 
powerful factor in the game, but the Ter- 
rell people are not getting much comfort 
out of his silence. It is no secret that he 
will favor duBignon if duBignon runs, and 
it is still less a secret that he will favor 
Candler if duBignon does notrun. So theg 
Terrell folks are force@ to content them- 
selves at present with a very small repre- 
sentation in the party organization. 

Other Possible Candidates. 

While strong influences are at work in 
behalf of both Candler and Terrell, and 
while the many strong friends of duBignon 
are holding a powerful reserve awaiting 
word from him, there is still talk of other 
candidates. Speaker Jenkins’s name is 
most often mentioned and whenever he is 
spoken to about it he makes a reply so 
equivocal as to puzzle his friends and leave 
the other side guessing. But the Candler 
hustlers are not waiting on Mr. Jenkins. 
They concede to him several middle Geor- 
gia counties, in the event of his candidacy, 
and they are working now to elect Jenkins 
men who will support Candler as a second 
choice. They belleve they will succeed in 
this, even in the speaker’s home county of 
Putnam. 

What has been said of Mr. Jenkins is also 
partially true of Mrr Berner, except that 
the latter uniformly declares that he is not 
a candidate. Berner’s friends want him to 
run for congress, and it is not likely that 
he will take the risk of a defeat for the 
governorship under the circumstances. 
While he is saying nothing, the friends of 
both the actua] candidates are sawing wood, 
and even Monroe county is now being dis- 
puted by the Candler and Terrell forces. 
In fact, the contest between these two fac- 
tions is becoming so warm wherever there 
is a fighting chance for either of them that 
the situation is not inviting to a dark 
horse—even if dark horses were popuiar 
with the Georgia democracy. 

For Secretary of State. 

But the governorship is by no means 
monopolizing the attention of the politi- 
cians. One of the prettiest fights of the 
campaign will be put up cver the office of 
secretary of state, and the fact that tne 
place is being fought for so energetically 
is one of the indications of what the best 
posted people think of Colonel Candler’s 
chances. It would be hard to find two 
more popular democrats in the state than 
Colonel Mark Hardin, the present secre’ary 
of the house of representatives, and Sena- 
tor Phil Cook, of Lee. Both know every- 
body and everybody knows them. Yet 
both are just now avowed cand-dates for 
Golonel Candler’s place, and many good 
democrats are having trouble choosing be- 
tween them. 

Uncle Mark announced his candidacy 
with characteristic frankness to a group 
of friends at the capitol yesterday after- 
noon. He said that in order to avoid be- 
ing consideréd a candidate for two Offices 
at once, he desired to announce that he 
would not enter the race for secretary of 
the house, which position he has filled so 
acceptably and creditably for nearly a 
quarter of a century. He will address 
éommuntcations to his friends throughout 
the state at once and will enter upon a 
vigorous campaign. Alrcady candidates 
have sprung up for Uncle Mark's piace 
as secretary of the house, the most prom- 
inent of whom is Representative Jobn T. 
Bo.feuillet, of Bibb. Others prominently 
mentioned are Messrs. William Harrison, 
Evgene Speer and Utla G. Hardeman. 

Colonel Nesbitt’s Fight.

That he is pop- 
ular in this section of the state—as, in el 
truth, he is in all other sections—is not 
doubted, but Colonel Nesbitt is by no 
means inclined to surrender his official 
position. He is mainly influenced in this by 
the fact that if he should retire now it 
might be said that he did so under the 
fire of the Blalock committee, and those 
who know Colonel Nesbitt will vouch for 
the fact that he never quits under such 
circumstances. 

The friends of Senator Stevens will urge 
that Colonel Nesbitt has had the office long 


enough, and the friends of Colonel Nes- 
bitt will reply that this is the main ar- 


sument in favor of the retention of the 
present commissioter. They will hold that 
experience in office is the chief asset of any 
man who wants to run the agricultural de- 
partment. Colonel Nesbitt said yesterday 
that he would take the stump during the 
campaign and would invite Senator Stevens 
to discuss with him the agricultural] issues 
of the day before the people of the state. 
If Senator Stevens accepts there is likely 
to be an oratorical duel of more than ordi- 
Mary interest. 
For Attorney General. 

For attorney general the names of Sen- 
ator Harry F. Dunwody, of Glynn, and 
Representative Hewlett A. Hall, of Cowe- 
ta, have been mentiored, but the friends 
of neither are making any sort of a can- 
vass for the present.

Heports were 
made from a number of the chairmen ac- 
cepting the positions, and few of those whvu 
had been heard from refused. A number 
have not yet reported. 


Colonel Waddell Is Chosen. 


The confusion of the committee was 
greatly augmented by the absence of a 
secretary for the committee. The election 
of a permanent one was placed in the 
hands of the finance committee, but it had 
not held a meeting and none had been 
chosen. Colonel J. O. Waddell was named 
as the secretary pro tem, until a perma- 
nent one can be chosen by the committee. 

The resolution from Camp Walker to the 
executive committee was received by vote 
and the secretary was instructed to com- 
municate with the camp and with Mr. T. 
R. R. Cobb, to whom is credited the honor 
of bringing the reunion to Atlanta, ex- 
pressing sympathy for him in his illness, 
The resolution was passed at the last meet- 
of the camp.

(as they style him) is carried next to a 
ceiling room and pronounced on the daily 
report as being crazy. If a patient be- 
comes extraordinary crazy and hits an at- 
tendant or the doctor a towel is placed 
around his neck and he is chokeg to death, 
or ‘shut off,’ as they call it. The cause of 
his death is reported as a severe attack of 
‘convulsion’ or ‘suicide.’ Some when they 
arrive are not very crazy, but a few weeks 
of the above treatment under the most 
‘scientific physicians’ surfice to render 
him an incurable maniac, and this is one 
cause for the great increase of insanity in 
the ‘state. Instead of curing they render 
the patients madmen for life to be a tax 
upon the state’s finance as long as they 
live. Of course these things are kept on 
the quiet and when the legislature’s in- 
vestigative committee comes down the pa- 
tients dare not make any comptaint or re- 
velation for fear of the brutal treatment 
they would receive for doing so. On the 
day the committee makes their tour of in- 
spection fhe tables are loaded with delict- 
ous viands and Dr. Powell, the superinten- 
dent, takes the committeé over to a grand 
dining in the center building. Thus it is 
that the public at large is fooled on from 
year to year, while the asylum is enlarged 
every two or three years to be equal to 
the increase in fools. 


State Will Be Bankrupted. 

“At the present rate of increase it will in 
a few years bankrupt the state to support 
its insane. As to the medical treatment 
given patients few of them get any at all. 
Some of them haven't even seen the physi- 
cian in years. The doctor passes through 
the ward once a day and scarcely any of 
the inmates see him. He slips through ‘us 
a thief in the night’ to evade being bother- 
ed by the patients. Out of thirty or forty 
patients through the ward prabably two or 
three are given medicine, and these favor- 
ed few have got sense enough to ask for it 
and a doctor dasen’t refuse their request. 
When I have seen several men seize one of 
God’s unfortunates (whose only crime is 
that of being insane) and through him in 


a. ceiled room and choke and beat him into . 


inse nsibility, my heart has been sickened 
at the sight of such brutality and I longed 


“for the time to come when I would be able 


to let the honest taxpayers of Georgia 
krow of the barbarious treatment to which 
their insane are subjected. Life in the 
asylum, as it is conducted in Georgia, is 
worse than death, and in closing I wish to 
«ntreat the good people of the state to 
never commit any of their loved ones to 
such a place as this, unless they wish them 
tendered forever incurable and doomed to a 
horrible living death. God saw fit to place 
his hand of affliction upon me,.and twice in 
my short life I have been robbed of my 
reason and rendered insane, yet I have 
never willfully committed a dishonorable 
act, or ever had my veracity at question, 
and 1 sincerely trust that the ahove state- 
ments will be investigated and they will not 
be found to be either chimerial vagaries, or 
exaggecrated exposures. Dr. Powell, becaus> 
I was committed by order of the court, has 
allowed me no privilege whatéver. and I 
wanted in vain for the God-given rights of 
fresh air and sunshine. While the law had 
excused me for the commission of my 
crime, still it was thrown up to me con- 
tinually. I was told that I was ‘getting off 
light.” Had the officials of Atlanta exe- 
cuted the writ of lunacy which was taken 
out for Me several days before the sad oc- 
currence happened, I would have eome 
down here, been treated well and sent home 
in a couple of months, but as it is I am 
made to suffer for the negligence of the 
city police, the sheriff, the ordinary and 
my own God-sent affliction. But there is 
no law, to allow Powell to discriminate be- 
tween any patient sent to him unless they 
are subject to be returned for trial to the 
courts, then he must keep them closely 
confined. When T Was sent here I was to 
be treated and cured of tnsanhity and then 
when cured be discharged by special act 
of the legislature. 


He Offers Proof. 


“In proof of this statement, other patients 
with unsettled crimes resting on them, 
such as highway robery, bigamy and as- 
sault with intent to murder, have since I 
have been here been allowed by Powell to 
walk out. Some few patients are petted 
and pampered that they may go away and 
give the place a fine name and spread 
abroad the delusive reporf of the fine medi- 
cal and luxurious treatment accorded pa- 
tients. While Charles Marblestone, of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., (with two warrants, one for 
robery and attempted murder resting 
aga nst him) was allowed to breath un- 
daunted the fresh air of freedom. I (who 
had been honorably acquited of my wrong 


doing by a jury of my peers) wis com- : 


pelled to languish behind iron bars. 
ert Kent, of Macon, was also allowed to 
walk out and he is now in the chaingang 
serving his time. Powell has harbored 
many criminals, men who boasted of how 
slick they were in evading justice by the 
‘insanity dodge.’ The case of Marblestone 
is on record from Savannah, he held up 
two ladies on thé Thunderbolt road and 
robbed them at the point of a pistol, in the 
fall of 1896. He played the ‘insanity dodge’ 
claiming to be subject to cataleptic trances. 
and etc. He came to the asylum and never 
had a spell, while his partner in the crime 
Was sent up for a term in the ‘pen.’ And 
Powell allowed this robber (who boldly 
confesses his guilt and told how he se- 
creted the stolen money and how he 
played his part at having fits and ete.) to 
Walk out and go where he pleased : nd final. 
ly shifted him off (before notifying the 
court) to Columbus. Two deputies came 
for him from Savannah two days after he 
was gone, to get him to answer in the 
Chatham county court for robery. but the 
bird had flown.

The Hawley Down-Draft Furnace Com- 
pany, which is the largest furnace manu- 
facturing company in the world, has select- 
ed Atlanta as its southeastern headquar- 
ters, and in a short time work will begin 
upon the new factory which the company 


will build here. 

Mr. Samuel T. Bleyer, treasurer of the 
company, is In the city making arrange- 
ments for the establishment of the plant, 
He has been here for three days, confer- 
ring with local capitalists and manufactur- 
ers, but has not made public the object of 
his visit. After looking over the situation 
in. a most thorough manner, Mr. Bleyer 
decided that there could be no better loca- 
tion than Atlanta and he so telegraphed 
to the other members of his firm, The re- 
sult is that he has been authorized to ar- 
range for locating a plant here. 

Mr. Bleyer was seen at his room in the 
Aragon hotel yesterday. He had just come 
in from a visit to the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton mills, where he had been to talk with 
Mr. Elsas. He said that he had been here 
for several days trying to settle upon some 
location for his plant, but had not yet 
fixed upon any place for the site. 

“We will most certainly build the fac- 
tory here,” said Mr. Bleyer. “We have 
“long needed a good southern distribution 
point, and. have for several years contem- 
plated establishing a plant somewhere in 
the south. We have been busy with our 
other plants and have never fully deter- 
mined upon coming further south until 4 
few months ago. 

“One thing which attracted us to your 
city was the local trouble over the smoke 
ordinance. Our business is to manufacture 
furnaces that consume smoke and make 
the smoke nuisance an impossibility. This 
Was one advantage, and then upon inves- 
tigation, I learned that Atlanta has better 
railroad facilities than any other city in the 
sectio which we will cover.

Persons who have never seen the Atlanta 
fire department receive an alarm of fire 
and who do not know what occurs in the 
engine houses when the large gongs he- 
gin to strike can now very easily famil- 
jarize themselves with these quick and mys- 
terious doings. In order to hear just what 
goes on in the engine houses at this most 
exciting of all moments with the firemen 
without having to sit and, wait for an 
alarm the inquisitive one can go to fire 
headquarters and listen to the department 


phonograph.

Mr. Stephenson was with Cyrus 
yesterday afternoon, and as soon as he 
left Cyrus was removed from his o]d cell 
to the one in which condemned murderers 
are confined. He did not like the change 
and displayed it in hig demeanor. He 
seemed to be in a very ill humor and was 
quite contrary. 

Cyrus says he is prepared to die and 
has been praying with Rey. Mr. Stephen- 
son every afternoon. Rev. Mr. Stephenson 
is the only visitor Cyrus receives and he 
broke one of his rules yesterday in admit- 
ting @ newspaper man. He has taken a 
great dislike ‘to reporters and lately~ has 
refused to see them. | 

The arrangements for the hanging of 
Cyrus are about complete and there will 
be no cause for delay when the time for 
the hanging arrives tomorrow. 

Cyrus has told what he desires to be 
done at the hanging and has named ¢eév- 
eral hymns which he desires to have sung 
just before the drop falls.

The reports of the various committees 
for the past year show the home to be in 
a splendid condition. There were many 
improvements made last year and many 
comforts added to the home. The ladies 
in charge are very anxious to have a laun- 
dry put in the establishment.
